need and whose physical or other conditions or disa-
bilities associated with their disease make inadvisable
their return immediately to their former activities of
regular employment, is hereby declared to be a special
matter of the state’s concern and a necessity in pro-
moting the public welfare. To provide medical and
other supplemental care to such persons in order to
prevent their further breakdown after sanatorium
care, a state-wide program of after-care for tubercu-
lous patients discharged from county and state san-
atoria is hereby establlshed (Act Apr. 28, 1941, c.
499, §1.) :

5388-4. ‘“Medical and supplemental care,”
scribed,—When used in this act the term:

(a) ‘““Medical and supplemental care’’ shall mean
the services rendered to such discharged tuberculous
patients, as defined in Section 1 of this act. The
sum herein appropriated shall be used only for .the
expenses incurred in travel to and from the sanatoria.
This type of medical care shall be determined in ac-
cordance with rules and regulations established by the
state agency, which shall require an examination at
the sanatoria at such times as the superintendent of
such sanatoria shall determine, provided, however,
that in event a doctor of medicine selected by the pa-
tient certifies that preliminary examination indicates
need for emergency examination, not otherwise or-
dered by the medical officer in charge of the sanatoria,
such examination shall be ordered as prescribed by
the rules and regulations established. (Act Apr. 28,
1941, c. 499, §2.)

5388-5. State agency—Powers and duties.—The
state agency shall:

(a) Supervise the administration of medical and
supplemental care under the provisions of this act.

(b) Formulate and adopt all necessary rules and
regulations for carrying out and enforcing the pro-
visions of this act to the end that medical and supple-
mental care for patients coming within the provi-
sions of this act may be administered uniformly
throughout the state, .

(c) Prescribe the form of, prmt and supply to the
various county agencies throughout the state, blanks,
reports, and such other forms and documents as it
may deem necessary or advisable.

(d) Prescribe- and maintain a uniform system of
fiscal reporting for, and accounting of, all expendi-
tures under this act.

(e) Prepare and print within a reasonable time
after the close of each fiscal year a full and complete
report for said year giving an account of the opera-
tion of this act, the expenditure of all funds there-
under, and adequate statistical data relative to the
patients benefiting by the provisions of this act and
the nature and type of the treatment given there-
under.

(f) Reimburse to each county agency making ex-
penditures under and pursuant to the provisions of
this act such sums, quarterly, as said county agencies
may- have expended pursuant to the rules and pro-
cedures established. hereunder by the state agency.
Reimbursement shall be made upon the basis of such
certification of expenditures as shall be required from
the county agency by the state agency. (Act Apr.
28, 1941 c. 499, §3.)

5388-6. Consultation with sanatoria. supermtend-
ents.—In promulgating rules and regulations covering

de-
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the granting of medical and supplemental care to pa-
tients and in setting minimum standards therefore, the
state agency shall have due regard for, and shall
consult with, the superintendents of the county tu-
berculosis sanatoria and the state tuberculosis san-
atorium, (Act Apr. 28, 1941, c. 499, §4.)

5388-7. County agency—Duties and powers.—The
county agency shall:

(a) Pursuant to the rules, regulations and stand-
ards established by the state agency, inquire into and
determine the amount of medical and supplemental
care needed by each patient coming within the pur-
view of this act and who is a resident of the county
concerned for the purposes of this act.

(b) Prepare and submit promptly to the state

agency all applications, forms, and fiscal reports es-
tablished and required by the state agency pursuant
to the provisions of this act.
(¢) Pay in the first instance such sums for medieal
and supplemental care as are found necessary under
the provisions of this act. It is specifically provided
hereby that such payments of medical and supple-
mental care are no part of such grants of relief or
assistance as are found necessary for the usual care
of the patient, all payments provided for herein be-
ing over and above and in addition to such regular
grants of relief and assistance.

(d) Report to the state agency such expenditures
for medical and supplemental care as are made by
the county agency pursuant to the provisions of this
act and receive reimbursement therefore quarterly
from the state agency.

(e). Prepare and submit such statistical and fiscal
reports as the state agency may require hereunder.
(Act Apr, 28, 1941, c. 499, §5.)

5388-8. Persons to whom act applies.——-Medical
and .supplemental care under the provisions of this
act may be granted to a discharged tuberculous pa-
tient ‘who:

(a) Has a tuberculous condition within the defi-
nitions established by the state agency pursuant to
the provisions of this act.

(b) Has resided in the state of Minnesota and in
the county one year prior to the time of entrance into
the tuberculosis sanatorium. (Act Apr. 28, 1941, c.
499, §6.)

5388-9. Funds not transferable.—No funds grant-
ed under this act for medical and supplemental care
shall be transferable or assignable at law or in equity
and must be used for the sole purpose of payment
for medical and supplemental care as defined in this
act. (Act Apr. 28, 1941, c. 499, §7.)

5391-1. Federal aid for maternal and child welfare
service—Custodian of fund—Etc.

No state department may enter into arrangement with
children’s bureau and wage and hour division of United
States Department of Labor under which state agencies
will make investigations and inspections for purpose of
enforcement of feéderal.laws relating to child labor and
to wages and hours, notwithstanding that federal gov-
ernment agrees to Teimburse state for expenses from
time to time.

Regulatlon of Hospltals and Related Institutions

5394-25. Licenses—Meaning of terms—Practice
of healing or medicine not authorized.—No person,
partnership, association, or corporation shall estab-
lish, conduct, or maintain in the state of Minnesota
any hospital,

sanatorium, rest home, nursing home,.
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boarding home or other institution for the hospital-
ization and-or, care of human beings without first ob-

‘taining a license therefor in the manner hereinafter

provided.

Hospital, sanatorium, rest home, nursing home,
boarding home, and other related institutions, with-
in the meaning of this act, -shall mean any institu-
tion, place, building.or agency in which any accom-
modation is maintained, furnished.or offered for any
fee, gift, compensation or reward, or in expectation
thereof, for the hospitalization of the sick or injured
or care of any aged or infirm persons requiring or
receiving chronic or convalescent care. Provided,
however, nothing in this act shall apply to hotels or
other gimilar places that furnish only board and room,
or either, to their guests.

Nothing in this act shall authorize any person, part-
nership, association or corporation to engage, in any
manner, in the practice of healing, or the practice
of medicine, as defined by law. (Act Apr. 28, 1941,
c. 549, §1.)

5394-26. Qualifications of applicants for licenses.
~—No person, partnership, association or corporation
may continue to operate an existing hospital, sana-
torium, rest home, nursing home, or boarding home,
nor open a hosplta] sanatorium, rest home, nursing
home, or boarding home after January 1, 1942, un-
less such operation shall have been approved and reg-

ularly licensed by the state of Minnesota as herein-,

after provided.

Before a license shall be issued under this act, the
person applying shall submit evidence satisfactory
to the state department of health that he is not less
than 21 years of age and of reputable and responsible
character; in the-event the applicant is an association
or corporation like evidence shall be submitted as to
the members thereof and. the persons in charge.

5394-30. State board of health—Issuance, suspen-
sion and revocation of licenses—New licenses.—The
state department of health iz hereby authorized to
issue licenses to operate hospitals, sanatoriums, rest
homes, nursing homes, or other related institutions as
herein defined, which, after inspection are found to
comply with the provisisons of this act and any rea-
gonable regulations adopted by said state department
of health. All decisions of the state department of
health hereunder may be reviewed in the district court
in the county in which such institution is located or
contemplated.

The state department of health is hereby authorized
to suspend or revoke a license issued hereunder, on
any of the following grounds:

1. Violation of any of the provisions of this act or
the rules and regulations issued pursuant thereto.

2, Permitting, aiding, or abetting the commission
of any illegal act in such institution.

3. Conduct of practices detrimental to the welfare
of the patient.

Provided that before any such license issued here-
under is suspended or revoked, 30 days’ written notice
shall be given the holder thereof of the date set for
hearing of the complaint. ‘The holder of such license
shall be furnished with a copy of said complaint and
be entitled to be represented by legal counsel at such
hearing. Such notice may be given by the state de-
partment of health by registered mail.

If a license is revoked as herein provided,, a new
application for license may be considered by the state
department of health if, when, and after the conditions
upon which revocation was based has been corrected
and evidence of this fact has been satisfactorily fur-
nished. A new license may then he granted after
proper inspection has been made and all provisions
of this act and rules and regulations hereunder as
heretofore or hereinafter provided has been complied
with and recommendation has been made therefor by
the hospital inspector as an agent of the state depart-
ment of health. (Aect Apr. 28, 1941, c. 549, §6.)

5394-31. Same—Establishment of standards—Rules
and regulations—Advisory boards.—The state depart-
ment of health shall have the power to establish rea-
sonable standards under this act which- it finds to be
necessary and in the public interests and may rescind
or modify such regulations from time to time as may
be’in the public interest, insofar as such action is not
in conflict with any of the provisions of this act.

An advisory board of five members shall be ap-
pointed in the following manner to make recommenda-
tions to the state department of health and to .assist
in the establishment of such standards and any amend-
ments thereto. This board shall consist of three mem- |
bers to. be appointed annually from ‘the membership
of the Minnesota hospital association by the board- of
trustees thereof and two members shall be doctors of
medicine to be appointed annually from the Minneso-
ta state medical association by the council of the Min-
nesota state medical association.  Provided, however,
that no regulation nor requirement shall be made, nor
standard established, under this act for any sana-
torium, nursing home, nor rest home conducted in ac-

Same—Inspection before killing—Appraisal
of and payments to owners for animals killed—Erad-
ication of foot and mouth diseases.—(a) Notwith-
standing any provision of this chapter to the contrary,
neither cattle affected with tuberculosis, paratubercu-
losis, Bang’s disease, nor glandered horses shall be
killed as such until they have been inspected by a vet-
erinarian appointed by the board, and are pronounced
by him to be so diseased.
~ For each. animal slaughtered because of tubercu-
losis, paratuberculosis, glanders, or Bang’s disease,
the value of the net salvage of the carcass shall be
deducted from the appraised value .of the living ani-
mal;
owner. by the state, except that in all cases where the
federal bureau of animal industry compensates the
owner for such animal, in whole or in part, then the
amount of such compensation so. received from the
federal government shall be deducted from the amount -
of indemnity payable by the state; provided that -in
no case shall any payment be more than $15.00 for
grade females or more than $30.00 for any purebred
animal, and that no payment shall be made unless the
owner has complied with all lawful rules and regula-
tions of the board; and‘provided further that two-
thirds of the appraised value of any horse slaughtered
as.provided herein shall be paid to the owner thereof
by  the state after disposal of the. carcass of said horse
as directed by the board.

. 7(h).. The owner of any animal, as provided. in this
act shall be entitled to indemnity therefor ds herein
provided -except in the following cases:

1. Indemmty shall not be pa.ld for steers or grade
bulls —

2. Ammals whlch have not been kept for one year,

or since their birth in good faith, in the state.

3. Animals brought into the state, or from’ one
county into another within the state, contrary to any
provision of law or rules and regulations of the board.

4. Animals diseased at time of arrival in this state.

5. Animals belonging to the United States.

6. Animals belonging to institutions maintained by
state, county or municipality.

7. Animals which the owner or claimant knew to be
‘diseaséd or had mnotice thereof at the time they came

14. If, at any time, the annual appropriation for
payment of indemnities becomes exhausted as a- re-
sult of condemnation and slaughter of animals, the
state livestock sanitary board shall discontinue mak-
ing further official tests or to authorize such tests,
with the exception that if an owner signs a waiver,
on blanks to be furnished by said board, for payment
of indémnity for any animals that may be condemned
as the result of a test and inspection, and releasing
the state from any obligation to pay indemnity from
any.future appropriation.
